Acquittal Of Guardsmen Leaves Questions Remaining 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Eight 
former Ohio National Guardsmen 
have been freed of charges of civil 
rights violations stemming from the 
1970 Kent State University shootings. 
U.S. District Judge Frank J. Battish 
granted a defense motion for a 
judgment of acquittal Friday, ruling 
that evidence presented by the 
government was not sufficient to 
support charges in an indictment re­ 
turned by a federal grand jury last 
March 29. 
However, he said state officials may 
wish to pursue criminal charges in the 
case. 
Four students were killed and nine 
others wounded May 4, 1970, by a 13- 
second burst of gunfire during a 
confrontation between National Guard 
troops and students protesting U.S. 
military involvement in Cambodia. 
Battisti’s ruling ended abruptly a 
trial that started Oct. 21 and was ex­ 
pected to last six to eight weeks. 
In his written opinion, the judge said, 
“It is entirely possible that state of­ 
ficials may yet wish to pursue criminal 
prosecutions against various persons 
responsible for events at Kent State. 


This opinion does not pass on the 
propriety of such prosecutions, if 
any.” 
Ohio Atty. Gen. William J. Brown 
would not speculate on the possibility 
of the state undertaking any criminal 
prosecution. 
“I don’t know what he’s talking 
about,” Brown said in commenting on 
the judge’s opinion. “I’d have to read 
the statement in its totality. After all, 
we’ve just defended them.” 
Guardsmen were exonerated by a 
special state grand jury that in­ 
vestigated the shootings four years 
ago. It indicted 25 other persons, in­ 
cluding Kent State students and for­ 
mer students. The charges were 
dropped a year later. 
The state grand jury said it found 
that guardsmen had reason to believe 
their lives were in danger from rock- 
throwing antiwar demonstrators when 
they began shooting. 
The eight former guardsmen were 
charged in the federal indictment with 
wilfully assaulting and intimidating 
the shooting victims and others by 
firing weapons in their direction and 
with depriving them of their right 


against loss of liberty without due 
process of law. 
Judge Battisti ruled that “based 
upon the evidence offered the court, 
reasonable jurors must find that there 
is a reasonable doubt as to whether 
these eight defendants were possessed 
of a specific intention to deprive the 
students of Kent State set forth in the 
indictment of their constitutional and 
federal rights at the time they dis- ’ 
charged their weapons.” 
Robert A. Murphy, head of the civil 
rights section of the Justice Depart­ 
ment’s Criminal Division and the chief 
prosecuting attorney, said he planned 
no further action in the case. “As far 
as I’m concerned, ifs all over,” he 
said. 
Murphy said he was “not over­ 
whelmed with surprise” by Battisti’s 
ruling. 
“My feeling is that there was a lot of 
prayer behind 
us and I 
wasn’t 
worried,” said William E. Perkins, 28, 
of Canton, one of those acquitted. “We 
weren’t there to harm and injure any­ 
one. We were there because we were 
told to be there.” 
Another defendant, James E. 


Pierce, 30, of Amelia Island, Fla., said 
in commenting on the acquittal, “We 
expected it, now or eventually.” 


Others on trial were James D. 
McGee, 28, and lawrence A. Shafer, 
28, both of Ravenna; Ralph W. Zoller, 
27, Mantua; Barry W. Morris, 30, 
Kent; I^on H. Smith, 27, Beach City, 
and Mathew J. McManus, 28, West 
Salem. 


“This opinion does not hold that any 
of the defendants, or other guardsmen, 
were justified in discharging their 
weapons ...” Battisti said. 
“Very different considerations 
would obtain if this were a trial of 
these eight guardsmen in state court 
on charges, for example, of shooting 
with intent to injure or maim. In that 
situation, the issues of justification, of 
the possible excessiveness of the force 
used, of provocation, of self defense — 
might be relevant to the offense 
charged.” 
The judge said, “It must be clearly 
understood that the conduct of both the 
guardsmen who fired and of the guard 
and state officials who placed their 
guardsmen in the situation noted ... is 


neither approved nor vindicated by 
this opinion.” 
The events at Kent State were made 
up of a “series of tragic blunders and 
mistakes of judgment,” Battisti ad­ 
ded. “It is vital that state and national 
guard officials not regard this decision 
as authorizing or approving the use of 
force against unarmed demonstrators, 
whatever the occasion or the issues 
involved. Such use of force is, and was, 
deplorable.” 
The 12 jurors and six alternates took 
a poll among themselves just before 
they were discharged and all were in 
favor of acquittal on the basis of 
evidence they had heard, defense 
attorneys said. 
National Guard troops were ordered 
to Kent State on May 2, 1970, by then- 
Gov. James A. Rhodes after demon­ 
strators had burned the Army Reserve 
Officers Training building on the 
campus. 
Following the judgment of acquittal, 
Rhodes, who was elected governor 
again last Tuesday, said that “justice 
has prevailed.” 
Retired Maj. Gen. Sylvester T. Del 
Corso, state adjutant general at the 


time but not on the campus, said: “it 
was our contention all the time, as a 
result of our investigations and the 
state grand jury, that these men were 
innocent of any wanton action or 
misconduct.” 


Parents of two of the students killed 
were upset over the court ruling. 
“Inwardly I feel uneasy, but I don’t 
know what to say,” said Mrs. I>ouis 
Schroeder of Ixirain, whose son, 
William, then 19, was slain. 


Martin Scheuer of Youngstown, 
whose daughter, Sandra was slain, 
said he was “very, very disappointed 
and upset. The court could let mur­ 
derers get away scot-free.” 
The student government at Kent 
State issued a statement: 
“Given that the guardsmen were 
exonerated, the fact remains that four 
people were killed and many others 
wounded ... someone is accountable.” 
The government called 33 witnesses, 
including the nine wounded students 
and photographers who took pictures 
of the shooting and events leading to it. 
Many of the pictures were entered in 
evidence. 
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RCA Fire 
Injures 
Two Men 


Two Circleville men suffered third 
degree bums this morning in a fire at 
the RCA plant. The Circleville Fire 
Department dispatched at 7:45 a.m. to 
the plant where the fire was confined 
to the 10-foot square control house 
outside the main facility. The building 
houses the liquid propane vaporizer. 
Injured were Joe Rooney, 32, Dunkle 
Road, and John Carlson, 32,550 Gumm 
Place. According to a report taken by 
Sheriff’s Deputy Billy Huffman, the 
two men entered the building where a 
valve was stuck open. While Rooney 
and Carlson were trying to close the 
valve, the vaporizer exploded burning 
the two men aboiti the face, hands and 
legs. 
The two men were taken to Berger 
Hospital where a report was given that 
they will be transferred to a Columbus 
hospital today. 
A spokesman for the fire department 
said the loss on the equipment was still 
undetermined. The accident is still 
under investigation by the Sheriff’s 
department. 
Firemen were on the scene for 25 
minutes and extinguished the flame 
with a dry powder. The RCA fire 
brigade assisted the firemen in getting 
the fire under control. 
Nixon Said 
Doing Well 
With Therapy 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) - 
Former President Richard M. Nixon 
continues to improve, and his doctors 
say they are going to resume the an­ 
ticoagulation therapy that made him 
prone to bleeding and sent him into 
shock following surgery. 
Dr. John C. Lungren, Nixon’s per­ 
sonal physician, said in his daily 
written report Friday that Nixon’s 
physical activity was being increased 
and that anticoagulation therapy 
would resume this weekend. Nixon has 
been off the blood-thinning drugs since 
internal bleeding sent him into shock 
following surgery to correct his 
phlebitis condition. 
Meanwhile in Washington, D.C., U.S. 
District Court Judge John J. Sirica 
said he would appoint three doctors by 
next week to examine Nixon and de­ 
termine whether he was able to testify 
at the Watergate coverup trial. 
Nixon’s lawyer has said the former 
president would be too ill to testify for 
two or three months. 
That announcement came as Nixon 
received a hospital-room visit from 
Imelda Marcos, wife of the president 
of the Philippines. 
She talked to Nixon for a few 
minutes and said he was very weak 
and tired but spoke to her “with great 
determination” and “was very in­ 
terested in what is going on in the 
world.” 
Lungren’s report Friday said the 
pneumonia condition in Nixon’s right 
lung was improving and that there was 
less fluid in his left lung. But he 
refused to say whether Nixon had been 
taken off the serious list.

As Kissinger’s Boeing 707 stopped at 
the U.S. Air Base in Torrejon for fuel 
before setting out across the Atlantic, 
U.S. officials told reporters the first 
four days of his 26,880-mile trip, in 
Moscow, may have been the most 
productive part. Chances were said to 
be at least 50-50 for an arms-limitation

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger is considered 
likely to fly to Peking directly after 
meeting in Vladivostok later this 
month with President Ford and Soviet 
Party Chief Leonid I. Brezhnev. 
Although there has been no official 
announcement that Kissinger will go to 
China then, high Chinese diplomatic 
sources here regard the visit as a 
strong likelihood. The State Depart­ 
ment 
also 
is 
signing 
up 
news 
correspondents to accompany the fast- 
moving secretary of state on the 
possibility that he will call on Chinese 
Communist leaders after the Nov. 23- 
24 summit. 
Kissinger’s visit, his seventh to the 
People’s Republic of China, would 
serve to inform Chinese leaders of 
developments in the Vladivostok talks 
between Brezhnev and Ford, on phase 
2 of strategic arms limitations 
negotiations and efforts to halt further 
nuclear proliferation by a ban on all 
tests. 
Kissinger most likely would give his 
assessment of the explosive Middle 
East situation and ask for Chinese 
cooperation in restoring the Paris 
agreement which brought a ceasefire 
to Vietnam.

treaty by next summer’s scheduled 
meeting in Washington between Soviet 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev and 
President Ford. 
Kissinger will report to Ford Sunday 
afternoon at Camp David, Md. They 
also plan to watch part of the 
WashingtonPhiladelphia National 
Football League game on television. 
Much of next week will be spent 
planning the trip the two will take to 
Japan, 
South 
Korea 
and 
to 
Vladivostock, where Ford will meet 
Brezhnev on Nov. 23-24. 
The superpower leaders are ex­ 
pected to settle on guidelines at that 
meeting for negotiations in Geneva to 
produce a 10-year treaty limiting 
missiles, launchers, warheads and 
bombers. The current U.S.-Soviet pact 
expires in 1977. 
In recapping Kissinger’s latest trip, 
which took him on his eighth Middle 
East peace mission in a year, U.S. 
officials stressed his achievements at 
the Kremlin. This clearly implied a 
lack of tangible results from the swing 
through Egypt, Saudi Arabia, Jordan, 
Syria, Israel and Tunisia. Reporters 
were told in fact that Kissinger thought 
he had come to the end of the line when 
he first saw Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat in Cairo on Tuesday night.

COLUMBUS, Ga. (AP) — Former 
Army LL William L. Calley, the only 
person convicted in connection with 
the My Lai massacre, appears in 
federal court for a bail hearing today, 
his days as a prisoner apparently 
numbered. 
In 
unexpected 
back-to-back 
developments Friday, the 5th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals ordered 
Calley freed on bail and Army 
Secretary Howard “Bo” Callaway 
announced he was paroling Calley 
effective Nov. 19. 


U.S. District Court Judge J. Robert 
Elliott of Columbus, who overturned 
Calley’s courtmartial conviction Sept. 
25, scheduled bail proceedings for ll 
a.m. today. 
Except for three months when he 
was free on bail earlier this year, 
Calley has been in Army custody since 
his conviction in March, 1971, for kill­ 
ing at least 22 Vietnamese civilians at 
My l^ai. 
Callaway said in a statement 
released in Washington that he signed 
the parole order on Oct. 30. It cannot 
take effect until Nov. 19 when Calley 
has served one-third of his 10-year 
prison sentence. 
The statement said Callaway made 
his parole decision “based on a 
thorough review of Calley’s ap­ 
plication for parole and the recom­ 
mendation of officials at the U.S. Army 
Disciplinary Barracks and the Army 
and Air Force Clemency and Parole 
Board.” 
The 10-4 court vote earlier Friday to 
permit Calley to post bond and be 
freed temporarily came after 14 of the 
15 judges of the court were summoned 
secretly for an extraordinary court 
session. 
Meanwhile, the Army secretary said 
the military will not ask for any terms 
or conditions in connection with 
Calley’s bail because Callaway 
already decided to parole Calley. 
The Army appealed previous orders 
to free Calley on bail. 
Elliott first granted Calley bail Feb. 
27 and he remained free until June 13. 
The 5th Circuit Court then revoked bail 
and Calley was transferred to Ft. 
leaven worth. 
While Calley was free on bail, 
Callaway reduced his life sentence to 
IO years. 
The Army then discharged Calley 
and asked the appeals court to revoke 
his bail. The appeals court ordered 
him returned to custody to serve his 
sentence. 
Calley’s lawyers then appealed the 
court-martial in federal court on 
constitutional grounds, which included 
a contention that Calley did not get a

fair trial because of prejudicial 
publicity.

Miners Prepare 
For Coal Strike 
As Talks Continue 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Negotiators 
report progress toward a new coal 
industry contract, but across the 
country the mines prepared for at least 
a two-week strike. 
The majority of the United Mine 
Workers’ 120,000 members finished 
work Friday and were not expected 
back because most mines don’t 
operate over the weekend and next 
Monday is a miners’ holiday. 
The strike will begin officially at 
12:01 a.m. Tuesday when the current 
UMVft contract runs out. Even if a 
settlement can be reached over the 
weekend, 
the 
union’s 
complex 
ratification process requires about IO 
days. 
UMW President Arnold Miller, who 
has ruled out extending the contract, 
said he would return to the bargaining 
table today with his union’s response to 
the industry’s latest contract offer. 
As the talks ground on, industries 
started preparing for possible shor­ 
tages of coal: 
—The Atomic Energy Commission, 
in response to an appeal from the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, began 
cutting back on jrewer for uranium 
enrichment plants at Oak Ridge; 
Tenn., and Paducah, Ky. 
—Norfolk & Western Railway Co., 


dependent on hauling coal from 
Appalachian mines, prepared to lay off 
employes. 
—The bankrupt Penn Central 
railroad, the nation’s largest coal 
hauler, said it would face losses of $5 
million a week from a coal strike. 
—Most steel companies had con­ 
tingency plans for a strike but most 
were not planning to cut production 
yet. 
Negotiators met for about four hours 
Friday before recessing for the day. 
Miller said the latest industry offer 
still left the two sides far apart on a 
number of key issues. 
President 
Ford’s chief 
labor 
troubleshooter, W. J. Usery Jr., has 
been in the background throughout the 
negotiations, keeping in touch with 
both sides but avoiding direct parti­ 
cipation in the talks. 
While the federal government paints 
a grim forecast for the economy if the 
strike goes much beyond two weeks, 
officials acknowledged that little can 
be done to head off a strike. 
The President could invoke the Taft- 
Hartley Act to order the miners back 
to work for an 80-day cooling off 
period. But Usery believes that such a 
move would be ineffective and only 
prolong the walkout. 
Elections Panel 
Delays Probes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Com­ 
plaints that both major parties 
violated Ohio election laws have been 
put aside pending answers to some 
procedural questions. 
The five-member Ohio Elections 
Commission said it probably will act at 
its next meeting Nov. 22 on charges 
against the Rhodes for Governor Com­ 
mittee, Ohioans for Gilligan, and the 
Ohio Democratic Party. 
Among other things, the commission 
still is awaiting a supplemental at­ 
torney general’s opinion assuring it 
has jurisdiction over a Rhodes fund­ 
raising brunch that occurred more 
than a year ago. The commission 
didn’t come into being until July of this 
year. 
State Sen. Tony P. Hall, D—6 
Dayton, charged in an affidavit that 
the Rhodes for Governor Committee 
broke the law that mandates the listing 
by name of all contributors in excess of 
$25. 
The brunch netted about $158,000, 
but Gordon Peltier, chairman of the 
Rhodes’ committee, said the money 
came from sales of individual tickets 
at $25 each and therefore broke no law. 
The attorney general’s office said in 
an earlier opinion that the commission 
does have the authority to act on the 


Rhodes 
m atter. 
Subsequently, 
however, the commission requested a 
more detailed opinion, to include 
answers to other related questions. 
Peltier filed an affidavit with the 
commission earlier charging that the 
Gilligan committee failed to include as 
contributions in its report to the secre­ 
tary of state the use of state aircraft, 
by Gov. John J. Gilligan and others, 
for political purposes.

W on't Quit 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Sen. 
Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, has no 
plans to resign before the end of his 
term to give Senator-elect John Glenn 
a seniority advantage, an aide said 
Friday.

Thomas Ferguson that the senator 
resign, clearing the way for Glenn’s 
appointment and giving Glenn "a 
jump in seniority over the other new 
senators who will be taking office in 
January.” 
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Fall Is Good Time 
To Plant Trees, Shrubs

Agriculture 
November is a good month to plant 
most landscape trees and shrubs. 
Select the correct plant to satisfy a 
specific need in the landscape. Con­ 
sider factors such as hardiness, 
ultimate size, growth rate, and pest 
resistance, as well as ornamental 
features of branching habit, color, and 
texture of bark, foliage, fruit, and 
flowers. That’s a big order, but if you 
don't consider these things now during 
selection and planting, disappointment 
and loss of time and plants may follow. 
Woody ornamental plants are sold in 
three common forms - bare root, B & B 
(balled and bitmapped), and container 
grown. Bare root plants include many 
dormant shrubs, small deciduous 
trees, and small evergreens. These 
may be sold with the roots tightly 
packed in a moisture-retaining 
medium with a paper or plastic 
overwrap, or with the roots loosely 
covered by a packing medium. 
Most evergreens and shrubs such as 
virumum, magnolia, and azalea are 
commonly moved with a ball of soil (B 
& B). Trees With a trunk diameter over 
two and one-half inches, measured one 
foot from the ground, and some 
smaller tree species such as dwarf 
maples and saucer-magnolia are also 
balled before moving. 
Container grown plants come in 
metal, composition, or plastic con­ 
tainers. Most types of containers will 
not deteriorate readily when placed in 


the soil and should be removed before 
planting. 
For all plantings, dig the hole deep 
enough to set the plant at the same 
depth it originally grew. This depth is 
at the top of the soil ball or at soil line, 
which is usually evident on the stems 
of bare root plants. Dig the hole large 
enough, usually two feet wider than the 
soil ball and wide enough to spread the 
roots out to full length for bare root 
plants. 
Use a good mixture of two-thirds 
soil, and one-third organic matter as a 
back fill for the plants. Organic matter 
may be peat moss, leaf mold, sawdust 
or compost. Once planted, slowly run 
water in the hole until the root system 
is thoroughly soaked. During the first 
season, particularly hot dry summers, 
water the plants twice a week, unless 
there is sufficient rainfall. 
Stake or guy plants to hold them 
upright until root systems are 
established. And don’t forget to cut the 
string or cord holding the burlap in 
place. 
During November, it is safe to plant 
shrubs and small trees of the bare root 
types, evergreens and shrubs that are 
balled and burlapped, container grown 
plants of all types, and shade trees that 
are balled and burlapped. Hold off 
until spring planting of broadleaf 
evergreens (balled and burlapped).

News For Hom em akers

You homemakers have probably 
been finger shopping through the 
frozen turkey bins, checking the local 
selection for Thanksgiving. The 
Extension Service recommends that 
you dig around in the bottom and get a 
solidly frozen turkey, not the ones 
partially thawed and stacked above 
the “load line” in the ice case or 
packed in aisle displays. 
In deciding what size turkey to buy, 
this general rule may be helpful. Allow 
^4 to I pound per serving when buying 
turkeys under 12 pounds. When buying 
birds weighing more than 12 pounds, 
allow Mi to ^4 pound per serving. Also, 
keep in mind that some guests may 
want more than one serving. If you can 
use the leftover meat, a large turkey 
may be more economical than a 
smaller one. At IO to 14 pounds a 
turkey is full grown and any added 
weight is added meat. 
Turkeys are classified according to 
age and sex. Fryer-roasters are young 
birds, hens or toms, usually under 16 
weeks of age. Young hens or toms are 
usually between five and seven months 
old and yearling birds are about 8 to 15 
months old. Although turkeys are 
classified as either hens or toms, this 
does not indicate tenderness. They are 
equally tender at the same age. 


The question about whether or not 
children are as well off at a nursery 
school or at home with mommy is still 
being asked. In a report in Child 
Development by Mary Curtis Blehar, 
one study has shown some problems 
connected with children and day care. 
One group of children studied had 
experienced day care from early 
childhood. These children were found 
to be more independent of their 


mother;they cried more during 
separation from her; they showed 
more oral behavior (need to have 
thumb or other object in the mouth); 
and they were less friendly with 
strangers, taking a longer time to 
“warm up” to them. 


What about children who remain at 
home until age 3 and then experience 
day care? 
As might be expected, the three year 
olds showed distress when separated 
from their mothers, but were better 
adjusted by four years old. They were 
friendlier with strangers and showed 
close dependence on their mothers. 
The four year olds placed in day care 
from early childhood seemed to be the 
least friendly, had more adjustment 
problems, and avoided mommy the 
most. This study raises serious 
questions about the type of care 
needed for very young children, and 
how early he should be separated from 
mother. So far, most research in­ 
dicates that, if a child is separated 
from the mother, at a very early age, 
he should be placed in a situation 
where he receives the same individual 
attention mother would show. This 
research also supports the theory that 
babies are bom with a natural instinct 
to form a strong attachment to a 
“mommy” person (doesn’t have to be 
real mother). Some experts think that 
if a child does not form this close at­ 
tachment in early childhood, that it 
may affect his relationship with people 
in general throughout life.

Greatly increased fertilizer prices 
over the past year have caused many 
farmers to feel a pinch on their plant 
nutrient dollars, says John Trier- 
weiler, extension agronomist at The 
Ohio State University. He makes the 
following suggestions to help farmers 
get the most for their money. 
Apply available fertilizers where 
they are most needed. Soil testing tells 
how much of various nutrients each 
soil will release throughout the 
growing season. By comparing soil 
test results with recommended 
nutrient amounts, it is possible to 
calculate the amount of added 
nutrients the crop needs from fer­ 
tilizers for good growth. 
If a grower finds that he cannot buy 
enough fertilizer to meet the recom­ 
mendations, he must make hard 
decisions. He probably can cut his 
fertilizer application 20 per cent under 
the 
recommendations 
without 
sacrificing much yield. However, 
more severe cuts can reduce yields to 
unacceptable levels. 
Some growers may decide to accept 
the yield losses; however, a better plan 
might be to fertilize the best land at 
least to 80 per cent of recommended 
amounts and cut back on fertilizer 
applied to less productive land. This, of 
course, assumes that the yield on the 
less productive land is limited by some 
factors other than nutrients. 
Selection of crops makes a dif­ 
ference in a grower’s fertilizer needs. 
For example, legumes such as alfalfa 
and soybeans do not need nitrogen 
fertilizer, so these 
crops might be 
substituted for com. However, many 
legumes are heavy feeders on 
phosphorus and potassium. 
On the other hand, since com 
requires little or no added phosphorus 
for normal yields, it might be sub­ 
stituted for alfalfa — if nitrogen is 
available but phosphorus is scarce. 
Obviously, many factors must be 
considered in the wise use of fertilizer. 
And as farmer’s decisions depend not 
only on soil conditions, nutrient levels, 
and crop nutrient requirements but 
also on anticipated crop prices and the 
grower’s crop-producing ability and 
preferences.

Tillage Options For 1975 
Crop Should Be Reviewed

County Extension Agent,

Growers must decide now which 
tillage system to use for 1975 crops, 
says 
Samuel 
Bone, 
Extension 
Agronomist at The Ohio State 
University. 
The tillage system selected will not 
only influence yields but also the cost 
of producing crops, he says. Fall 
tillage could significantly influence 
crop yields and income In 1975, he 
adds. 
Plowing is a tillage operation that 
requires a good bit of energy, in terms 
of fuel, and more time than other 
tillage sequences. In many cases, it 
may require more tillage prior to 
planting in the spring, he says. 
Residue management to maintain a 
soil surface cover on some soils can 
have a positive effect on yields. 
With desirable drainage, either 
natural or improved, soil tillage can be 
decreased considerably 
without 
decreasing yields. If soil drainage has 
not been improved, decreasing tillage 
can cut yields. In many situations it is 
possible to substitute herbicides for the 
tillage sequence, if this permits earlier 
planting and yield increases. 
Many tillage sequence options can 
be selected for both com and soybean 
production. Information on soil 
properties serve as a guideline in 
selecting the most desirable tillage 
sequence. Poorly drained soils should 
have some tillage prior to planting. If 
these soils are dark colored and fine 
textured, this tillage could be done in 
the fall and consist of plowing, 
chiseling or disking, Bone says. A 
tillage operation that incorporates 
residue 
and 
increases 
surface 
roughness is desirable. 
The previous crop also can influence 
the degree of tillage needed. Land that 
was in com in 1974 and will be in com 
in 1975 should be tilled first this fall or 
winter. Land that was in sod or 
soybeans in 1974 could be planted 
directly in the spring without ad­ 
ditional tillage and still retain a high

yield response. The effect of the 
previous crop actually gives a 
response similar to tillage prior to 
planting, the specialist says. 
Where soil is poorly drained and 
medium to coarse in texture, tillage 
should be done in late winter or early 
spring. This will avoid breakdown of 
weak soil structure on the silt loams 
and erosion damage on the coarser 
textured sands. In both of these 
situations — soils poorly drained and 
either medium or coarse textured — 
tillage with a disk, field cultivator, or 
chisel prior to planting can produce 
desirable yield responses. 
Soybean yields on dark colored, fine 
textured soils have not been influenced 
greatly by tillage. Plowing in the 
winter, followed by disking, has given 
about the same yield response as some 
tillage prior to planting or no-tillage at 
planting. However, soybean response 
on light colored, poorly drained soils 
have been quite different. Generally, 
as tillage is decreased on light colored 
soils, soybean yields decrease. 
Fields containing predominately 
medium textured, light colored soils, 
either 
naturally 
well 
drained, 
moderately well drained, or have had 
drainage improvements to overcome 
problems in crop production, will 
respond to decreased tillage and 
residue management. If these soils 
occupy the majority of the area in the 
field, residue management on the 
surface can help overcome problems 
of lack of water during the growing 
season. 
Crop residue on the soil surface 
increases water intake and decreases 
evaporation. Surface cover should be 
above 70 per cent. In such situations 


for both com and soybeans, the 
vegetation control is dependent en­ 
tirely on the use of herbicides, if no­ 
tillage planting is used. Of course, the 
type of vegetation to be controlled 
must be identified and proper her­ 
bicides and rates selected. Poor 
control of vegetation and weeds results 
in low yields for no-tillage plantings. 
In selecting the tillage options for 
1975, analyze each field to determine 
problems relating to crop production. 
These consist of soil drainage and the 
need for residue cover or 
soil 
roughness 
to 
overcome 
runoff 
problems during the growing season. 
When the predominant problem is 
identified, then the tillage system can 
be selected to overcome the problem. 
Select the tillage sequence that has 
the least cost and time involved for 
your operation and that does not result 
in yield decrease. 
Herbicides are a good substitute for 
tillage only if earlier planting is used to 
increase yield response. However, in 
addition to herbicides, all other 
production practices must be used 
effectively.

Far as I could see, looking at the 
closed circuit tube, it didn’t matter 
much whether the count started when 
he was hit with Ali’s fine left-right 
combination or when he collapsed like 
a dynamited smokestack, lf he had 
gotten up before ten, Ali could have 
decked him again by simply sneezing. 
Foreman was through, done, finished, 
cooked, and so arm-weary he couldn’t 
have knocked over a domino. 
As for the ropes, they were like 
clotheslines until Ali’s trainer, Angelo 
Dundee, had the good sense to see that 
they were tightened — as they should 
have been.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by lector I. Coleman, M D. 


Few branches of medicine have 
developed so spectacularly as the field 
of anesthesiology. Once this discipline 
was casually accepted as being 
relatively unimportant in the general 
picture of medicine and surgery. 
Today, the science of anesthesiology 
is considered a dominant factor in the 
safety of surgery and in uncomplicated 
recovery. 
Researchers are continuing to seek 
new drugs and devices to further in­ 
crease the safety of surgery. 
Now, a team of doctors at the Necker 
Hospital in Paris have developed and 
are using a technique of electro­ 
anesthesia for surgery. 
Dr. Maurice Cara and Dr. Christien 
Debras are using electric current, in 
conjunction with tranquilizing drugs, 
for surgical anesthesia. 
This procedure seems to be par­ 
ticularly 
valuable 
for 
lengthy 
operations, especially in patients who 
are considered to be relatively poor 
surgical risks. 
The technique is now being tried in 


the United States and other countries. 


A new and remarkable substance 
known as proplast is being tested in 
experimental 
animals 
for 
the 
replacement of bone defects. 
Proplast does not seem to be 
rejected by the body after it has been 
implanted. 
It already has been tried in surgery 
of the hip, in injuries of the facial bone, 
and in the reconstruction of the 
mastoid bone. 


Dr. John Shea, of Memphis, Tenn., 
believes that this substance may yet 
play a vital role in the newer 
techniques for stapes surgery in the 
ear. Stapes surgery is performed for 
the return of hearing where deafness is 
caused by a specific bone condition 
known as otosclerosis.

LEBANON, Ohio (AP) — Thirty in­ 
mates have already filed for mem­ 
bership even though the Lions Club 
International will not begin seeking 
members for the first prison chapter 
until Tuesday at the Lebanon 
Correctional Institute. 
The proposed charter, sponsored by 
the neighboring Morrow, Ohio club, 
has the full blessing of prison officials 
in the medium security facility. 
LCI inmates for several years have 
had an active chapter of the Jaycees. 
Prison officials see such groups as 
helping with rehabilitation both 
through contact on the outside and 
enabling the prisoners to give of 
themselves. 
“I’m so excited about this thing, said 
Ken Caplinger, District 13 governor, 
Lions Club International. “It’s been in 
the mix for a long time and researched 
from top to bottom. 
“If the goal at LCI is rehabilitation, 
then this is something we should be 
doing." 
The inmates are hoping to re­ 
establish their “Operation Voice," 
taping books and other material for the 
visually handicapped. The Lions Clubs 
develop programs and help for the 
visually handicapped. 
Ronald Stanton, a prison guard, was 
instrumental in establishing the 
chapter at LCI. He belongs to the 
Morrow group and has been named 
guiding supervisor for the LCI 
chapter. 
“The thing we see is that these men 
can function as qualified Lions at 
LCI," Caplinger said. “Then, in the 
outside world, they can gain accept­ 
ance through Lions Clubs."

WASHINGTON (AP) — A fledgling 
effort is under way to dump House 
Republican leader John J. Rhodes 
after Tuesday’s heavy GOP election 
losses 
President Ford became House 
leader in a similar coup ten years ago. 
Rep. Peter A. Peyser, R-N.Y., called 
for Rhodes’ overthrow and House GOP 
Conference 
Chairman 
John 
B. 
Anderson of Illinois left open the 
possibility of his trying to unseat 
Rhodes. 
“I’m not closing the door to anything 
at this point,’’ Anderson told reporters. 
Anderson interpreted Tuesday’s loss 
of at least 43 Republican seats as voter 
rejection of Republican conservatism 
but said this does not mean the only 
answer is to throw out GOP leader 
Rhodes. 
“I’m not going to make a selfish bid 
for power,” Anderson said. 
“If this would be a move that might 
unite us, perhaps I would,” he said 
later. “But I’m not part of a ploy to 
bring that about.” 
Peyser said he had talked of a 


possible revolt against Rhodes with 
about 15 of his House colleagues and 
thought there was a good chance to 
pull it off. 
In Phoenix, Ariz., Rhodes was not 
available for comment, but press aide 
Jay Smith described Peyser as “an 
obscure member who’s trying to get a 
little press.” 
The Republican House losses 
Tuesday were bigger than the 36-seat 
loss with President Lyndon B. John­ 
son’s landslide in 1964 that led to the 
Ford coup. 
Moderate House Republicans in­ 
stalled Ford as GOP leader with the 
platform that he would mount a 
“responsible Republican alternative” 
to Johnson’s Great Society programs. 
Anderson and Peyser contended 
Tuesday’s elections showed a similar 
shift and that the country wants 
moderate programs, particularly to 
solve urban problems. 
Anderson has been a leader of liberal 
Republicans against, for example, the 
Vietnam war, and for urban and social 
program spending. 
See Nomination O f Gibson 
As FEA Chief In Trouble 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford’s nomination of Andrew E. 
Gibson to head the Federal Energy 
Administration is in deep trouble on 
Capitol Hill, congressional sources 
say. 
These sources indicated Friday that 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., has 
written to President Ford requesting 
the results of an FBI investigation of 
Gibson. Jackson is chairman of the 
Interior Committee, through which 
Gibson's nomination must pass. 
Jackson was said to be taking an 
“extraordinary interest” in questions 
concerning: 
—A $90.6 million subsidy to a tanker- 
building venture involving Interstate 
Oil Transport Co., awarded by the 
Federal Maritime Administration 
while Gibson was administrator. 
—Gibson’s acceptance, six months 
later, of a job as president of Inter­ 
state. 
—And the $1 million guaranteed to 
Gibson by Interstate when he left the 
company after only 14 months as 
president. 
These sources said Gibson was 
guaranteed by contract to receive $1 
million, including $120,000 already 
Air Pollution 
Patrolmen 
Eye Trucks 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP)— Cin­ 
cinnati’s four new air pollution in­ 
spectors have reported more than 
11,000 truck pollution violations since 
January but so far do not have en­ 
forcement rights. 
Eugene Ermenc, Air Pollution 
Control superintendent, said APC will 
ask the city for an ordinance in the 
next three weeks to permit the four 
patrollers to make citations when the 
new air pollution standards become 
law Jan. I, 1975. 


The patrol, driving “environmental 
green” cruisers, take down license 
tags of trucks registered in Cincinnati 
who violate pollution standards. The 
owners are then notified by mail that 
their vehicles are in violation but there 
is no penalty yet. 


Ermenc said the state and city will 
require annual tests of all vehicles 
starting in January in an attempt “to 
get the smokers off the road.” 
Ermenc said 86 per cent of the city’s 
pollution comes from automobile 
exhausts. 
The inspectors compare smoke 
coming from vehicles to a chart 
showing gray colors. Different colors 
apply to different vehicles. 


If the vehicle emits smoke for more 
than 5 seconds it will be in violation of 
clear air standards, Ermenc said. 
Until then, however, the patrollers 
are not even empowered to wear their 
new black uniforms, he said. 
Another problem will be jurisdiction. 
The inspectors will not be allowed to 
cite vehicles from out of state.

Interstate reportedly sought to set up 
another, tank-building deal and sought 
another federal subsidy from Gibson’s 
former deputy.
